I think it is still a capital crime there. At 
the time the Constitution was framed, in 
every State —we had no United States then, 
as we now have, in every State in this nation 

olygamy was a highoffence, deprecated by 
w. 1795, seven years after the formation 
of our Constitution, in the 35th year of the 
reign of George Third, the Parliament of 
Great Britain passed an Act making polyg- 
amy punishable as larceny. So the law re- 
mained there until 1824, when Great Britain 
again made polygamy a felony, punishable 
with seven years transportation to her penal 
colonies, or two years imprisonment at home. 
Who believes that the Constitution of the 
United States, framed as it was framed, with 
such laws as those I have referred to amony 
all Christian and civilized nations, ever meant 
to protect polygamy.as a religious institution? 
I venture now to say that there is no one 
human crime that can be dressed up in the 
forms of religion, that the Constitution of the 
United States will not protect sooner than 
polygamy, By no rule of construction can it 
be tortured into the support of crime at all. 
Gentlemen, I am telling plain truths. I 
desire your welfare, and I will say no word, do 
no act, for the injury of any man, Woman or 
child in this Territory. But in speaking thus 
plainly to vou—and I do so in the performance 
of sworn duty—I say to you, and to those you 
who have violated the law, if there be any 
such within my hearing, and those who are 
counseling others to do so, you are making a 
fearful issue vetween you and your Gover 
ment, Which you will some day have to meet. 
And I hurl back with unmitigated scorn those 
charges against the Government which men 
make when they allege that it is oppressive 
against anybody, because it has passed this 
law aguinst polygamy. Not in France, not in 
England, not in any German nation, or nation 
out of it, do goveruments deal with criminals 
thus. They sweep them from the face of the 
eurth for persistent violation of law. Never 
has a people been dealt with so leniently in 
reference to these things, as the N of 
this Territory. Those of them who have vio- 
lated the law in reference to polygamy, if 
there be any, Government has forborne; its 
officers who have been sent here have used 
their e to discourage it; but I say to fou 
now that the violation of the act of 62 is a 
gross violation of the law of the country.
